Catholic Hour Wins 
In Popularity Vote 


Kansas City, Mo.,—The “Cath- 
lic Hour,” sponsored by the Nation- 
al Council of Catholic Men and 
broadcasting over a network of the 
Nationa! Broadcasting Company, 
was declared the most popular ra- 
dio religious feature following the 
close of a contest conducted by the 
Kansas City Star here. 

In the tabulation of ballots, se- 
cular radio features and the reli- 
gious hours are listed seperately. 
The announcement of results sets 
forth the 35 most popular of 113 
secular broadcasts, while the “Ca- 
tholic Hour” heads a list of five 
popular religious features. Three 
of the five religious hours are local 
features. 


Of Child Is Upheld 


London.—An important decision af- 
fecting adoption has just been hand- 
ed down in the Court of Appeals as) 
‘a result of which a Catholic child, | 
19 months old, daughter of a servant, | 
has been taken from the custody of 
non-Catholics who had adopted it. 

The mother, having had the child 
baptized a Catholic, handed her over 
to a Protestant society without dis- 
closing the fact of the baptism. The: 
society found adopting parents for the 
child. 

Later the mother came into touch 
with the Crusade of Rescue, a Cath- 
olic organization, and revoked her 
former decision. She then took artion 
to recover the child. 

The decision of a judge in chambers 
went against her, as did the decision’ 
of a divisional court. The matter then 
went to the court of appeal. 

Lord Justice Scrutton, in giving the 
Court's decision, said the opinion he 
had formed of the mother was that, 
when left to herself, and pressed by 
the inability to get work due to the 
circumstances of her two children, she 
was chiefly anxious to hand over their 
custody to any one who would main- 
i'tain them regardless of religion, but 
ithat, when the spiritual advisers of 
‘her religion pointed out to her that 
her duty was to bring up her chil- 
,dren in the religion which she profess- 
ed, she recognized that duty and pre- 
i pared to act on it, and did so in ap- 
plying for the writ. 

His Lordship said he thought that 
'in the present case the Courts below 
‘had not given sufficient weight to the 
legal right of the mother to have the 
‘child brought up in her religion. The 
responsibility for rehgion was that 
|\of the parent, not of the Court. 


WIFE OF JAPANESE ENVOY TELLS OF 
CATHOLICISM’S GROWTH IN JAPAN 


Richmond, Va.—“After centuries of 
isolation and persecution the Catholic 
Faith once more flourishes in Japan.

Washington—The United States 
joined recently with Latin America in 
commemorating the centenary of the 
death of Simon Bolivar, Catholic foun- 
der of Pan Americanism and of the 
Republics of Venezuela, Colombia, 
Peru, Ecuador and Bolivia.
